Some ten days ago a geutlomuu entered 
the Gazette oflho bearing some elm 
leaves, literally covered wilh small in- 
sect?, which were apparently taking tne 
life of all our elms,.

Irom toe wounded trjea. Not being-post- 
ed in entomology, wo wrote a letter 
to Prof. Seymour, of the State Univer- 
sity, enclosing specimens, ocd asking 
him to explain. We have received no 10- 
ply, but this, from the Oshkosh North- 
western, may throw some light on tho 
subject: 


'For a considerable length ot timo tbe

To the Editor. 


JANESVILLH, Friday, July 9th, 'SO. 


In your paper of Tuesday last, July 6, 


appeared the substance ot an excellent 
discourse on "The Saloon System" do. 
livered in Court Street M. JG. church, by 
Eev. T. DeWitt Peake, oo Sunday even- 
ing, July 4th, This discourse was in 
tended to be a refutation of certain as- 
sertions made by me m a lecture in St. 
Mary's church Sunday, Juno DOth. He 
claimed tho right to criticise my lecture 
because it had beoomu public property 
by publication. 


Instead of disputing his claim, I with 


to say I am heartily glad he used it' 
Even though I effected nothing by my 
lecture besides, I have reason to con- 
gratulate myself that I gave occasion to 
Eev. Mr. Peake to utter his eloquent 
denunciation ot the evils resulting from 
the saloon business as at present carried 
on. 


With nearly all his ideas on this sub- 


ject as reported in the Gazette, I 
fully 


agree. Yet there is iu hifl words as re- 
ported an imputation I cannot bear to 
rest under, namely, that I have a wish to 
shield the saloon business, that I "daro 
invite tho pulpit down to a lower leve| 
to shield a business that hab no morn' 
right to be or a practice that brings 
waste, physical degeneracy, pauperism, 
disease and brutal violence in its train". 
And this, not from the general tenor ot 
my 
remarks 
(which 
could not be 


twisted 
into 
such a meaniug), bnt 


because 
I 
said 
tho saloon 
busi- 


ness 
is 
nut 
"bad m 
itself,' 
The 


charge of favorinp tho saloons is not 
openly made against me, nor do I think 
Mr, Peake meditated any such unkmd- 
ness. There seems to me to bo u mis- 
understanding as to the ^moaning of tho 
words, "bad in itself." Oaibolio theolo- 
gians, and I thmk moralists generally 
distinguish between tho mulniit '« »«i 
(evil in itsolf,) and iindum per 
acf,i'lau>i 


(evil on account of some circumstance.) 
The first is intrinsically bad and can 
never be allowed, as blasphemy, impurity 
etc 
The seoonp is bad, ,not because its 


very nature is bad, but because sumo of 
its attending circumstances 
are had. 


Thus many [things indiCorent -T even 
good in themselves may become evil on 
account of some circumstance .connected 
with their uso. Thus walking is an in- 
different or good thing in itself gener- 
ally, but fwhon we walk through our 
neighbor's cultivated field our 
(talking 


may become a matum per ttccidsn.t by 
tramping down his grain. It was with 
this distinction before ray eyoa that 1 
said the saloon business IH not "evil in 
it9oU". In this Mr. Poako must usree 
with me unless he belong to the rack* of 
those who assort that the use ot alcoholic 
liquors as a beverege is ^essentially ovil. 
Because if such [use is uot essentially 
evil it may be allowed within proper lim- 
its, and what one may u«o within proper 
limits another may within [proper limits 
furish him, 


I am one of tboco who think that alco- 


holic liquors may bo used as beverages 
within certain 
limits. 
Consequently 


I hold that they may bo sold with proper 
reatriotion?. 1 oca vory far, indftod, from 
believing that the proper restrictions ore 
observed in the saloon business to-day. 
It Mr. Peake agrees with me so far, and 
from his remarks as] published 1 have 
little reason to inter onvtbing oi 
ore-not opponents but co-laborer3. 


If he believes in the intrinsically evil 


nature o£ aloobo!, not only in abuse but 
also in simple use, wo are opponents and 
he has ths right to question tbe correct- 
ness ot my opinion, but be has no right 
to imply 'that I "invite the pu'pit down 
to n lower level to shield" tbo saloon 
business either "real" or "ideal." 


Utterly disgusted, as I am with the 


business as we now find it, and olmos 
hopeless of ever seeing it approach the 
idsal of harmlessness, I wish to oppose 
it so far (is ony convictions will permit 
But my love oC individual liberty will 
not permit mo to work for prohibition 
until all other and lees violent means o 
restraining tbo dangerous 
traffic 
in 


alcohol within proper limits shall have 
been proved ineffectual. 


Another reason why Mr. Poako ma; 


have misunderstood my position in re- 
gard to the liquor business, is that my 
lecture was not, and was not intended to 
be, a complete exposition of my views 
I had on u previous Sunday evening 
spoken to my people on ths "Dangers o 
the saloon business to the saloonkoep 
ers," and on last Sunday evening I wai 
to have spoken on "License and Prohi- 
bition considered." This last, however 
I did not deliver 011 account ol the ei- 
oos3ivo bent. This lecture I intend to 
deliver on Sudday evening, July ISth. 


This lecture of mine, which soems to 


have attracted some attention, was no 
intended for publication. 
My only in 


tontion was to instruct Catholics, such 
peoially as belong to tboj congregation 
cave the honor ot being pastor ^of. 
was my second attempt at lecturing, and 
1 had nuch a lack of confidence ot mok 
ing any impression, that I was astonishoc 
to bo caked to permit it to appear in an 
abbreviated torm. 


However, I shall ask the favor of hav- 


ing my next inserted more fully in the 
columns ot the Ga»ette, that I may no 
in the future, directly or indirectly, b 
represented as a ehielder of a business ' 
despise. Absence from the city from 
Monday last until thin evenmcr, prevent- 
ed mo from sooner offering this vindica- 
tion of my views. 


I elncerely hope we have not heard tho 


lost word from Kev. Mr. Peako on this 
impoatant subject. A mere difference of 
opinion as to the proper methods ot re- 
straining tho saloon business, should not 
prevent us from striving m friendly ri- 
valry against a oomuiou enemy—the 
demon of drink.

In conversation with the well known 


showman, W. C. Coup, the Gazette man 
was somewhat astonished to hear tbut 
for the post thirty j ears he has made this 
state his homo. He first resided iu Del- 
avau, where ho built tho first cheese 
factory. For some time he confined his 
attention to stock raising in Walworth 
county, b:it by degrees drifting into 
show business, ho 
associated himself 


with P. T. Bashum an d laid tho founda- 
tion o' tbot showman's circus fame and 
fortune. In 1870 he started the Oastollo 
circus, playing uround tho lakes. This 
cleared during tho season §30,000, and it 
was at tho close o! that season thath0 


joined the Yankee showman, i'rom 1871 
to 1S70 ho was manager, organizer and 
owner ot the best known show that eve r 
traveled, a show whoso success was great- 
er than 
ho 
had 
ever anticipated. 


During that time he built the great Now 
York Hippodrome which is now railed 
the Madison Square Garden, there wa3 


produced the great Koman races, and 
afterwards Mr. Coup organized the crroat 
Filmore concerts which wore frequently 
attended by as inany as 13,000 people in 
oue night. After this he conceived the 
idea of furnishing Now York with n vast 
and complete nquatic and though lie 
met with many discouragements, still his 
energy aud enterprise was such ihtit iii 
June, lS7C,tho building thoroughly fitted 
up was thrown open to tho public and 
tor three years ccntmued to ba one oC 
tho greatest sights of tho Metropolis- 
He imported fish from every piece ot 
water that was known and his collection 
ot deep sea monster, included the differ, 
ent kinds of 
whole, sharks and muuy 


others. 
From Japan ho imported a fish 


at a cost of 82,000-the kmgajio.

tho eqa«scurriculum,—his three-ringed 
circus (tho first ever used) and the hip- 
podrome and chariot raoen,

ousy, that P. 
T. Barnnm made R 


proposition to him to buy tho entire or- 
am'zution, paying cash down and then 
to give him 25,000 per year to manugo it 
tor him.
